Lirrrpool^^Wedncsday, Anf:ust ^rd .—Went on board the packet in dock, and 
.iboiit half-|,ast two began to thread our way out, through the seemingly impenetra¬ 
ble mass of vessels by which we were surrounded. Were to have sailed on Mon¬ 
day, the 1st, but!'detained by contrary winds ; great bustle; papers, paeaengers, 
anil parcels, all tumbling in at the last minute; procrastination seems to be the fa¬ 
vorite vice of die world—I know it is mine. Even some of the crew were linger¬ 
ing. Particularly noticed one young fellow, who affectionately kissed hia wife, and 
hurried on lioard the ship. The fenders* (as the heavy logs are called which hang 
over the ship's side to protect her from collision) arc baul^ in. Fresh breeze, and 
“hey, for America we sail.” 

All on the alert; but the person that principally attracted my attention was a 
mu.st “ anxious ” Irish “ boy,” the alacrity with which he “footed it featly here and 
there,” and, in his anxiety to assist every body, put himself ih every bevy’s way;

Now for a few ideas of my own, and I’ll quit. And I will begin with the Wash¬ 
ington City Course and its management. I wish to tread upon no one’s toes 
when I say th.it Col. Garrison, as a proprietor, is ahead of the w'holo list of his. 
predecessors ; but there is yet room for him to go a litCle ahead of himself. The 
Colonel misses it in relying too entirely upon his Jockey Club, and not enough 
upon the public. Now, since he has had control of the course, things have some-, 
times gone on in this fashion :—In the morning papers two races have been adver¬ 
tised’for that day, with a large number of horses in oach : now for the result;— 
one race, only three started ! On Thursday last not a syllable of an entry was 
publish«*d in a single city paper, ten fine horses started, in a most splendid race of 
Three mile iieats ! .And during this whole meeting not an cirort seems to have 
been made to procure a numerous attendance upon the course, or to let the people 
know wliit did take place afterwards. I have half a notion to copy verbatim one 
of the Intelligencer's accounts of one day’s racing this season. It was quite a 
conception! Under present arrangements, and they are very proper, no gentle¬ 
man. unless he owns a riding horse, can get upon our course at a less expense 
than one dollar. Now, 'I do think every such visitor should have the advantage 
which belongs to a bill of the horses that arc to run, and such a bill should be 
handed to him with his ticket. But not so on our course*—a bill is hardly to be 
had at all unless you make a bow to “ a member” to borrow one, and who would 
not rather go without! 

The public seems to have taken it for granted that the great match between 
Fanny and Decatur would not take place, and the consequence wa3 that only 
about one half of those went who really would have gone under an assurance of 
such a race. .An advertisement of that race was hardly to be seen except that in 
the “ Spirit." I did see it once or twice in an obscure column of the Intelligen¬ 
cer, but that was some weeks before the race. If an advertisetnent had been 
published in the papers of the three eounlies adjoining this District, an additional 
attendance would* have been produced, at least siitficient to yield a thousand dol¬ 
lars. There was, however, a good attendance on that day, but not what migiit 
easily have been procured. 

You state sometimes that you have to rely upon the newspajicrs to furnish you 
with statements of the races in tlieir vicinity. Now, if the papers elsewhere rc- 
se nble the Washington pajier.s in the matter of racing iiuelligcuco, it is an unfa¬ 
thomable mystery^lo me how it is that you furnish full accouni.s. not only of all 
races, but of the name, pedigree, performance and owner of each horse, with their 
very breeders, trainers and jockeys ! (’an vou cast a little candle light upon 
this dark spot 1 What should we do without the Spirit • 

.•\s I have much esteem for Col Garrison, I am now* going to make him, not a 
bet, but a suggestion, which, if he adopts it, will yield him at lea,st a thousand dol¬ 
lars, encourage breeders, and atlbrd a world of sport to all his friends in these 
pirts. The suggestion is this :—ofler a purse, of S500, to be run for on the fol¬ 
lowing terms There must be twenty entries, free for all ages, entrance — 
Two mile heals ; the horses to be named at the post on the day of the race; the 
entrance money'to^bc paid on or before the first July next, and the race to com¬ 
mence on the first day of the next Fall im*eUng, and terminate on tiie last day of 
the same met ting. The* hor-nes to be arranged and run thus : on the first day of 
the race 20 ballots arc to be placed m a hat; on 4 of these ballots No 1—on 4 
No. 2—on 4, No 3—on 4. No. 4—on 4, No. 5, arc to be written. Each person 
entering a horse will then draw a ballot. There will then be five classes of four

Arriving at Havre too late for that opper- 
tunity, (the vessel having sailed), he remained in Mr. Rogers' own stables, wi» 
never trained or run, and was sent out this Spring to New Orleans in the ship 
(iirard, whero he arrived in this month. I purchased him of Mr. Rogers, and to¬ 
day put him on board the steam boat Henry' Clay, Capt. Holton, bound for Louii- 
viflc, Ky.
